Pursuant to the 8/17/00 Petition Decision either pen and ink drawings or better quality 
photographs complying with 37CFR 1.84(b)(I)(ii) must be submitted before this case can be 
passed to issue. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



Claims 7,8,10-12, and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
plain gauge knitted fabric designated by Staple No.l in Table 1 in col. 7 in 4,071,502. This 
reference was applied against the claims 1,6-12,23 and 24 in the last Office action. The staple 
length, filament denier, and fiber type limitations in claims 7,8,10-12 are disclosed in columns 3&4 
in the reference. Specifically, a filament denier of less than 1.5 is disclosed on line 57 in column 3. 

Pursuant to Applicant's remarks on page 3 in the 7/13/00 Amendment claims 8-12 were 
erroneously indicated as allowable under the Allowable Subject Matter section on page 3 in the

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last Office action, however they were also correctly rejected under 102(b) on this page. They 
were also indicated as rejected in the Office action summary which accompanied said last Office 
action. Accordingly, incorporation of claim 9 into independent claims 7 and 24 does distinguish 
them over '502. Applicant's patience is respectfully solicited over the confusion created by the 
incorrectly indicated allowable claims. Additionally, a supplemental PTO-892 is included with this
